IDENTITY  EXTREMIST  GROUPS 

(U/ /TOUO)  Black  Identity  Extremist  Groups  ("BIE's")  use  violence  in 
violation  of  criminal  law  in  response  to  perceived  racism  and 
injustice  and  some  groups  want  to  establish  separate  black  homeland 
/social  institutions/communities  and  governing  organizations  within 
the  United  States.  A  desire  for  physical  and  psychological  separation 
is  typically  based  on  a  religious  or  political  belief  system,  which  is 
sometimes  formed  around  a  belief  of  racial  superiority  or  supremacy. 
Retaliation  and  retribution  for  these  perceived  wrong  doings  has 
become  the  organizing  desire  for  BIE's. 


Recently,  based  on  these  extremist  views,  violence  has  occurred 
against  law  enforcement  and  others  throughout  the  United  States  based 
on  this  ideology  and  association  with  BIE's.  For  example,  in  April, 
2017,  Kori  Ali  MUHAMMAD  shot  and  killed  four  white  men  during  two 
separate  incidents  in  California. _ 


MUHAMMAD  praised  Micah  JOHNSON  for  killing  five  Dallas  police  officers 
in  2016.  Micah  JOHNSON  attempted  to  become  a  member  of  the  New  Black 
Panther  Party  prior  to  killing  the  police  officers  in  Dallas.
